Here literature, which 
lets you know how men past ages had dreams 
glowing beauty which they sought cast into 
unfading words, how they thrilled and loved and 
sinned and suffered and rejoiced; the story 
the human heart even philosophy the story 
the human mind and history the story the 
human hands.” 

And learn these things—literature and philos- 
ophy and history and the most 
fitting that should learn them, because they are 
part our inheritance, because they rightfully 
belong us. learn them because, just the 
young man wants invest his money and manage 
his properties, want utilize the spiritual riches 
handed down from the past, because want 
make our lives earth beautiful and useful and 
happy, because want something for the 
glory God and the good our fellow men. The

erations. The torch learning placed our 
hands; our duty and our delight carry 
valiantly and hold high and the end pass 

special part our inheritance our literary 
inheritance. And special part our literary in- 
heritance the books great Catholic writers. 
Our general literary heritage is, Matthew Arnold 
aptly phrased it, “the best that has been known 
and thought the world”; our Catholic literary 
heritage the best that has been known and 
thought and felt our ancestors the Faith. 

The Catholic religion body dogma, col- 


lection truths which God has revealed and the 


Church teaches; code morals, collection 
duties which must perform; and sys- 
tem worship, collection ceremonies means 
which pay our respects God and invoke 
His blessing and our work. Dogma, 
morals and worship are the subject matter re- 
ligious study, and that the study that concerns 
when apply ourselves instruction Chris- 
tian Doctrine. 

But the Catholic religion more than that; 
likewise way looking life, understanding 
life, living life. enlightens our intellect, 
strengthens our will, colors our emotions. in- 
vites think and act and feei for the greater 
glory God and for the greater good our fellow 
men. But how does the Catholic religion these 
things? The answer found the great works 
literature written Catholics under the inspira- 
tions Catholic faith and Catholic ideals. The 
great Catholic writers reveal how Catholicism 
“works out” actual life; and they show us, very 
helpfully and very practically, how live our own 
lives harmony with Catholic principles and Cath- 
olic ideals. 

What, then, the difference between treatise 
Christian Doctrine and piece great Catholic 
literature? the difference between theory and 
practice. The Christian Doctrine tells what 
ought believed what ought done; the 
Catholic literature tells what really was done 
and how was done. Christian Doctrine—a huge 
tome moral theology, for instance, the little 
catechism studied years ago—is like Spalding’s 
baseball guide; Catholic literature—The “Confes- 
sions” Saint Augustine Cardinal Newman’s 
essays—is like the account actual baseball 
game played two definite teams players. 

But, might possibly asked, really need 
this Catholic literary heritage? Can not get 
along well enough without it? Are there not many 
men and women who get along without it? 
Such questions may asked, but there not much 
sense asking them. though the young

Now, because spiritual riches are infinitely more 
valuable than material riches—because religion and 
philosophy and literature are infinitely more impor- 
tant than farms and olive groves and office build- 
ings—the duty taking care spiritual riches 
infinitely more urgent than the duty taking 
care material riches. Spiritually, the Catholic 
child born millionaire. more fortunate 
—and should thankful for many 
his fellows whom has not been vouchsafed the 
light the Catholic faith. Great are his 
but every privilege has corresponding duty, and 
upon him lies the duty learning more and yet 
more about his spiritual heritage. Duties arising 
from the possession material wealth can some- 
times transfer other people, relatives agents 
executors; but duties arising from the possession 
spiritual riches cannot transferred, first, be- 
cause spiritual riches are very precious, and, 
secondly, because spiritual riches are intimate, per- 
sonal things. You can more authorize somebody 
else discharge spiritual duty for you than you 
can induce somebody else digest your dinner 
for you. Spiritual business emphatically man’s 
own business. 

But assuredly shall find more delight and 
more profit familiarizing ourselves with our her- 
itage Catholic literature think less the 
duties entails and more the privileges be- 
stows. The study literature affords one the 
keenest pleasures that possible for man 
experience. Think it! Here can sit our 
little room—it may poorly ventilated and dimly 
lighted one poor window opening upon blank 
wall—and yet, thanks books and the writers 
books, ours are truly the kingdoms the world 
and the glory them. With Homer can fight 
with Achilles before the walls Troy, with Shakes- 
peare can stroll and chat amid the leafy glades

Pedagogy not only science; but also 
art, the art education. Now, matters art, 
the best method initiation and perfection pro- 
found study, assiduous meditation, and daily imita- 
tion the best models that can had. 

The divine art education, Plato calls it, 
must find its infinitely perfect ideal Christ Him- 
self, the Son God. Indeed, became incarnate 
not only for the redemption and rehabilitation 
fallen humanity, but likewise serve Model 
for every man, and more especially for those who, 
like the teacher, are given mission similar His. 
The marvellous regeneration society operated 
His word and His deeds, establishes, with the clear- 
est evidence the light reason, the excellence 
the means employed, phenomenon which 
forced from the philosopher, Victor Cousin, the 
avowal that Christianity the foundation mod- 
ern civilization. 

because the Divine Word alone perfectly 
knew man whom had created His own image 
and likeness. alone could harmonize the inti- 
mate needs and aspirations human nature with 
the means which were guide infallibly its 
temporal and eternal destiny; alone could pro- 
nounce those mystical words which have been veri- 
fied countless miracles: the beginning and 
the end. the truth, the way, and the life; the 
infallible way, the absolute truth, the eternal life. 


Hence, the first imperative duty the Christian 
and religious teacher study his Divine Model 
and meditation become inspired with lively 
ardor and holy ambition for more perfect imita- 
tion His conduct, and closer following His 
maxims. This study will reveal the teacher that 
Our Saviour His public life employed four meth- 
ods education, namely, religion, example, instruc- 
tion, and discipline. 

After having taught all day, Jesus Christ passed 
part the night prayer. Nearly the whole night 
preceding His Passion was spent earnest sup- 
plications His heavenly Father. was not that 
stood need assistance, since possessed 
their plentitude the treasures Divine power 
and wisdom, but because set 
example perseverance prayer for light and 
strength, which are frequently wanting.

this persuasive example, Our Divine Lord 
added that His words. here especially that 
the stamp sublime simplicity marks the smallest 
details the Gospels. The Divine Teacher, 
learn from the Sacred writers, went from city 
city, from village village, instructing the syn- 
agogues and public places. According the 
revelations the pious Catherine Emmerich, His 
first visit each locality was the children’s 
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school, which surprise us, who know the 
tender solicitude Jesus Christ for the young and 
how exhorted, and blessed these little ones. 


But whatever elements the audience was com- 
posed, His words were marked the most lumi- 
nous clearness. This was undoubtedly due their 
supernatural quality. was also due the natural 
process which has been designated intuitive and 
experimental modern pedagogy. This process 
possible realize the so-called experimental method 
clearer, more precise manner than the words 
from the lips Our Divine Teacher: that doeth 
truth, cometh the may interpret 
saying that order learn well, must prac- 
tice proportion the light our knowledge.

After having obeyed Mary and Joseph for thirty 
years, said one His discourses: Think not 
that come destroy the law, but fulfill. 
the young man who asked Him how was 
attain eternal life, replied: Keep the Com- 
mandments, and also adds that perfect 
must observe the evangelical Counsels. While 
expounds the precepts the moral law with 
eloquent simplicity, neglected means as- 
suring the fulfillment the same. Though full 
kindness men good will and repentant sin- 
ners, knew how chastise the hypocrisy and 
unmask the deceit the pharisees with sharp words 
and enmesh them their own traps. Witness the 
question relating the tribute, and the expulsion 
the moneychangers from the Temple. 


Such were the methods education employed 
Our Divine Model and Teacher. Instruction 
light which guides the way truth and 
example force which draws thither;

2—THE CHRISTIAN IDEAL. 


“The student the history education,” says 
Dr. Turner, “if derive profit from his study, 
should not content with ascertaining the facts 
about educational systems, but should strive sep- 
arate from the mass historical data the content, 
the method, and the ideal, period and 
each country, whose educational institutions and 
systems studies. should devote special at- 
tention the ideal, which, will find, dominates 
and determines both the content and the method. 
And should not hesitate criticize the ideal; 
should try form estimate it, and com- 
pare with other ideals that preceded fol- 
lowed it. The Catholic student justified adopt- 
ing the Christian ideal and using both retrospec- 
tively and prospectively. That is, should judge 
pre-Christian systems according the degree 
which they approximate the Christian ideal, em- 
body one element it, and should estimate the 
different educational systems Christian times ac- 
cording they deviate from the Christian ideal 
exhibit some phase the historical development 
that ideal. What then the Christian ideal 
education? 

“Christianity taught from the beginning that God 
Father all mankind, that every child born into 
the world impressed with the image and likeness 
God, that human life sacred thing, and that 
system education may tolerated which 
overlooks forgets the infinite value soul, 
even though the soul slave, outcast, 
weak and defective infant. Freedom means 
recognition the value the individual. Greece 
introduced freedom the political, the intellectual, 
the moral and esthetic order. But furnished 
enduring foundation freedom. Christianity, 
insisting the value every human soul, granted 
the first magna charta, the first great charter 
freedom, and can claim what other institution 
can claim, that first made man truly free, with 
the freedom the children God. This, then, 
the first point our description the Christian 
ideal: Christianity emancipated the individual from 
the restrictions tribe, casts, nation and the 
limitations imperfect human standards. 


“Christianity taught definite manner that 
there life beyond the grave, and that there are, 
consequently, values spiritual, moral and intellec- 
tual, which are superior merely temporal and 
economic values. ‘What doth profit man 
gain the whole world and suffer the loss his own 
soul?’ Life and its interests are judged, human 
institutions, customs and observances, above all, 
education which preparation for life—all these 
are judged, not the standard time, but 
the standard eternity. The spiritual interests 
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man are supreme. Here have the heart, 
speak, the whole subject, the dominant idea 
Christianity, which all pre-Christian educa- 
tion judged and found wanting and which, the 
various phases its historical development, the 
key the understanding the history educa- 
tion Christian times. Spiritual interests are su- 
preme. The poor, ignorant creature who, the 
midst trials and sufferings, gives expression 
the optimistic sentiment, ‘What does all matter, 
one has the grace God,’ wiser than all the 
sages, and unknowingly sums the whole philos- 
ophy Christian education. Spiritual interests take 
precedence over the physical, the intellectual, and, 
conflict were possible, even over the moral.” 


Although the Christian ideal deems spiritual in- 
terests supreme, does not preclude the highest 
physical intellectual attainment and development. 
merely emphasizes the fact that our spiritual 
and religious development greater value than 
either these, view our eternal destiny, and 
that lost, all lost. stands reason, there- 
fore, that proportion man, with heart heaven- 
ward, becomes cultured, that same proportion 
will better equipped attain the perfec- 
tion the Counsels, and thus become perfect and 
just man. Hence, the Christian ideal implies that 
harmonious development the physical, intellec- 
tual, and moral qualities man, which will present 
the man par excellence, the spiritual element 
crowning the moral and intellectual man. Such 
model man the true Christian Knight any 
century before after the Middle Ages. 
fully imbued with the dignity his Christian man- 
hood: virtue shines forth every act and yet his 
humility shelters him from vain glory and egoism. 
Religion his glory and all else secondary. 
cultivates his intellect that may serve God with 
greater knowledge, while his heart purified and 
filled with love which not this world, but 
seeks its goal God alone. becomes the true 
Christian gentleman, the staunch defender the 
faith, the champion the oppressed, the terror 
the evildoer, and the patriot without stain and re- 
proach. 


Christianity alone capable bringing about 
such manhood, because enlightens his intellect 
the sublime truths faith, strengthens his will 
religious discipline and wise laws, cleanses his 
heart the saving sacraments Penance and 
the Holy Eucharist, and lifts him above worldliness 
its splendid liturgy and sublime doctrines which 
have taken entire possession him and makes him 
act one inspired from high. word, 
complete man and this can effected only 
through and Christianity. Any other ideal, how- 
ever high the estimation the world, falls short 
that true Christian ideal which Christianity de- 
velops and fosters. This the special mission 
the Christian and religious teacher and this the 
work must accomplish true his sublime 
calling.

State, unless you are prepared take 
the stand that this great army 
useful public servants incapable 
being responsible for the abuse 
their rights. reason that can 
find justifies the existence this law 
upon our statute books. wrong 
spirit our Constitution and 
unwarranted interference with free- 
dom opinion—one the foundation 
stones democratic government. 
Throughout the history the world 
where people have allowed the Gov- 
ernment think for them, the Gov- 
ernment has been unsuccessful. Part 
the success America lies the 
undisputed fact that the Government 
permits the people think for them- 
selves.” 

one can fail applaud the 
above sentiments and these also from 
his pen: 

“Equally vicious the law, also 
passed the last session, which pro- 
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vides for licensing 
private schools. While ostensibly for 
the purpose safeguarding the insti- 
tutions and traditions our country, 
its real effect weaken them 
abridging the fundamental right 
the people enjoy full liberty the 
domain idea and speech. have 
now abundant law check them 
when the law the land trans- 
gressed. Liberty and the pursuit 
happiness cannot said safe- 
guarded community that delegates 
anybody the absolute power pro- 
hibit the teaching any subject 
which they may disapprove.” 

was high time some one spoke 
and plainly the Governor the 
Imperial State, and perhaps will 
stop the efforts many cranks, 
who are always assuming proprietor- 
ship over Education. 


We, nation, are growing pater- 
nalistic, day day, and use 
common expression, every way. 
The States are growing weaker, the 
Federal power sapping the vitals 
State authority. have advo- 
cates Federal control over insur- 
ance, over child labor, over State 
militia, over primary elections, over 
birth and death, from the cradle 
the grave, and course over educa- 
tion. One political writer voices 
truth, when remarks: 

“After while there will only 
one thing left for the states sur- 
render, and that will their state 
constitutions, and won’t make any 
difference whether they surrender 
those not—for they will super- 
seded amendments the Federal 
constitution.”

The broad cultural foundation 
education has its very good uses. 
the hurry-up courses which have 
been vogue recent years receive 
thorough testing, there likely 
swing back the old frills 
mingling them with the best the 
modern 
have good results. 


Dr. Capen, Chancellor the Uni- 
versity Buffalo, has given publicity 
some criticisms his upon Amer- 
ican education. Part are worth con- 
sideration. Our readers may find 
food for thought them. 

Some the educational conditions 
that need corrected, Dr. Capen 
said, are: 

The period devoted elementary 
education too long. Efficiency 
offset new subjects crowded into 
the curriculum and proof wanting 
that the so-called enrichment the 
elementary curriculum has increased 
pupils’ intellectual power. 

Secondary education begins too 
late and ends too soon, failing com- 
prehend the whole period general 
formal training. too difuse and 
therefore superficial, providing very 
imperfectly for the preparation 
those who straightaway must earn 
livelihood. 

Fifty per cent the work done 
colleges arts and sciences right- 
belongs the secondary schools, 
that becomes necessary pro- 
vide teaching methods and discipli- 
nary regime college for immature 
boys and girls rather than for men 
and women seriously entering upon 
preparation their life work. There 
prodigal waste time college.

how solicitous every teacher should learn the 
best method encouraging her pupils, order 
obtain practical results good recitation. 

The means are many and varied and perhaps 
shall arrive clearer understanding them 
examining just what may consider good reci- 
tation be.

Complete Response. 

Attention Subject Matter. 

Readiness Reply. 

Eliminating Distractions. 

Maintaining High Standards. 

Good Expression: therefore our task simply 
try expand this clear classification. 


Complete response. Two short words, but the 
securing what they signify calls for tremend- 
ous amount energy and patience the part 
the teacher. fact, opinion, complete 
response can ever obtained from class long 
the present system grades continues our 
schools, which the very bright, the mediocre, 
and the dull pupils are all placed the same class. 
late years strenuous efforts have been made 
remedy this undesirable condition. One practical 
way, worked out school had its 
first step the determining which might really 
called the dull pupils, dull, but not mentally de- 
ficient. This was accomplished means 
Intelligence Test. Three pupils then received indi- 
vidual attention different periods the day from 
special teachers who were employed solely for this 
purpose. The results were gratifying that the 
remainder who could not afford the experi- 
ment, had the “green eye”. However, learned 
the practical lesson that the dull pupils could re- 
ceive sufficient amount attention just when 
they needed many them would eliminated 
from the dull class and able the regular 
grade work fairly creditable manner. The 
children also learned lesson that was powerful 
encouragement them for more concentrated work. 
The concrete living example dullness changed 
into fair ability before their very eyes, simply 
extra amount personal, kindly help, criti- 
cal moment, was more potent factor for deter- 
mined effort their own part, than any urging 
abstract example that could ever given. might 
add that teachers also learned another valuable 
lesson from the results obtained this school, 
which was that “mass instruction”, e., treating 
all children cast “one world”, always in- 
efficient and often unjust. Although, therefore, 
had follow prescribed methods, least at- 
tempted find for our own particular classes 
solution the difficulties resulting from poor grad- 


ing. learned not only single out dullards, 
but also that was wise try discover the 
cause marked disability the part pupil, 
instead merely reproaching him; and that often, 
when this was done much could accomplished 
the way remedying removing it, and thus 
school life was made more pleasant and profitable 
for that particular child. the other hand, noting 
carefully any child who showed marked ability, 
encouraged him, and although had little time 
give him individual attention, did much 
for example, let him advanced work 
place regular class work. Sometimes this work 
consisted collecting the Library necessary in- 
formation for the benefit the class, again 
took the form helping slower companion with 
some, him least, difficult problem. 

Attention Subject Matter. Attention may 
involuntary, forced, absorbed, expectant; but 
least all agree that attention some kind es- 
sential good recitation. One point connec- 
tion with attention that seems well remember, 
that adults find difficult listen lecture 
serious subject for more than semester hour, 
child just beginning High School can scarcely 
expected attend any task for more than 
minutes without break some kind.

Readiness Reply: This ability the 
pupil not only one the tests good recita- 
tion, but also quite frequently the strongest proof 
that the teacher has been real teacher. What 
meant this? means that the “principle 
accommodation” has taken precedence all presen- 
tation: other words, that the teacher has not 
made the mistake frequently made, overestimat- 
ing the child’s comprehension. Many teachers use 
language their explanation that far beyond 
the understanding the child, and instead being 
aware that the lack understanding the chil- 
dren’s part due lack judgment their own, 
they rail the stupidity the class general 
and some few individuals particular. One 
concrete example may show what mean. The in- 
cident took place section the country where 
the colloquialism was used for the word 
“carry”. The colored population never used the 
proper word, and the particular little white boy, 
who the chief figure the incident, had been 
the company the colored servants much 
that knew other word than “tote” desig- 
nate the process carrying. His first school day 

came. was overenjoyed. For few months all 
went well, the teacher thought was unusual- 
bright little but her opinion changed greatly 
when the class reached the stage addition which 
necessitated the carrying numbers. little 
boy was perfectly dense when told carry the 
number the next column. could add the first 
column rapidly, but then come blank—. The 
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teacher was despair and unfortunately, like the 
majority us, quick jump conclusions. Her 
verdict was: “the boy block head”. this 
stage, fortunately for all parties, girl from one 
the upper grades who knew the little boy, came 
the teacher’s room. The boy was the board, 
the teacher scolding. She turned the girl and 
said: “John stupid little boy, cannot learn 
add.” The girl replies, “Pardon me, but not 
think John stupid. Please let try find out 
what the cause his trouble.” The teacher gave 
the permission. The girl listened while John rapid- 
added the first column. amounted 25; John 
put down his and then looked—blank—. The 
girl prompted, “carry the 2”; John looked more 
blank—. flash came her what the trou- 
ble was, and she cried, the the next 
column!” John’s face beamed—he now 
Quickly and correctly finished the example; his 
troubles, that score, were over. had learned 
add, but the teacher had also learned valuable 
lesson; never take for granted that the class 
understood her explanations, but make certain 
the fact. 

Eliminating Distractions: The best means 
doing this leave means unemployed our 
part impress the children that the recitation 
period serious ptriod, therefore there time 
for anything but the business hand. This has 
been expressed well saying: “the recitation 
business engagement between teacher and pupil.” 
The teacher should also eliminate, far possi- 
ble, all disturbing such extremes 
heat and cold, bad air, poor light, flapping window 
shades, ete. 

Maintaining High Standards: One way lessen 
failures recitation for the teacher, daily ex- 
ample and inspiration, infuse the pupils 
respect for tasks done thoroughly. Another im- 
portant point remember that the progress 
made pupil particular branch not uni- 
form. certain stages his work appears 
standing still. Often this due the fact that 
new and difficult portion the subject has been 
encountered. The teacher knowing her subject and 
her class should aware this fact. The essen- 
tial thing now for her tell the pupil how 
the difficulty can overcome. Especially should 
she encouraging and avoid making the bad 
blunder, which made unskillful teachers, 
becoming harder please the exact time when 
the pupils are almost ready give because 
their difficulties. 

Good Expression: This includes both teacher and 
pupil. The teacher should never guilty using 
incorrect English, unladylike language, neither 
should these faults tolerated the pupil. Com- 
plete statements, couched clear, pure English, 
should always required from the class. 

conclusion seems well state that pos- 
sible that teacher, completely trained the theory 
her art, might appeal every interest that was 
psychologically and pedagogically correct, and still 
fail arouse interest; nay even, she might arouse 
only aversion. The great thing remember that 
each pupil has soul; and the soul, essentially 
that does the work. Hence teachers must possess

That is, should here give the 
essentials, impossible give everything 
that needed later high school reading. 
gain vocabulary that may asset comes 
through better method than that memorizing. 
aid the memory, well being intrinsic 
value, the selection derivatives helpful; which 
made clear and more intelligible through the use 
“Derivative Blanks”, devised Miss Frances 
Sabin, University High School, Madison, Wiscon- 
sin. stress the derivatives covered certain 
period time, letters may written the pupils, 
which furnishes keen enjoyment well practical 
use the words found therein. Further, the newer 
Latin words may used short conversational 
sentences they may serve subject matter for 
extemporaneous “dramatization”. 
ting drawing the new nouns tend empha- 
size them. Vocabulary review seems most popular 
when two sides compete, after the manner the 
old-fashioned spelling bee. “Repeat” and “Re- 
view” are effective slogans vocabulary training. 
teaching participles, the story, “The Last Les- 
son”, adapted Sara Cone Bryant “How 
Tell Stories Children”, usually strengthens the 
need thorough knowledge them. During the 
second semester, reports upon Roman life are profit- 
able when given pupil good oral form, Con- 
subjects which may find appeal the pupil’s 
own lives are most suitable, “Dress the Roman 
Man”, “Dress the Roman Woman”, “The Roman 
House and Furniture”, and similar subject.

THE CHURCH OHIO. 


The first Catholic Ohio was founded 
among the Huron Indian tribes near Sandusky Father 
Richardie 1751. The principal periods Cath- 
olic immigratoin were from 1822 1842, from 1842 
1865, and from 1865 the present day. the first period, 
the German race predominated; the second, the Irish 
and German races, with majority Irish immigrants; 
and the third, members the Sclavonic race. 1810 
Father Edward Fenwick, native Maryland, pushing 
his way the center Ohio, not far from Somerset, 
found three Catholic families who had not seen Cath- 
olic priest for ten years. This zealous Dominican visited 
Cincinnati and many other parts Ohio 1815. The 
first church Ohio, the mother church the state was 
built the land given Jacob Dittoe, and was blessed 
Fathers Fenwick and Young December 6th, 1818. 
second was built Lancaster, Ohio. 1818 Bishop 
Flaget visited Cincinnati, and being most cordially re- 
ceived the small number Catholics there, the Bishop 
urged them make every effort build church, 
means obtaining missionary. They gave him their 
solemn promise, and kept word, and year later 
church was under roof. was plain frame struc- 
ture measuring about feet feet, and Easter 
Sunday, 1819, Mass was said for the first time. 
that year Bishop Flaget reported the Propaganda, 
“The state Ohio contains from 250 300 families.” 

June, 1821, the diocese Cincinnati was erected 
with Right Reverend Edward Fenwick, P., its first 
bishop. Accordnig the new Bishop’s report the 
Cardinal Prefect the Propagarda, there were then 6,000

Catholics scattered through the state Ohio. “It 
hard realize that only little over hundred years ago 
such strong prejudice against Catholics existed Cin- 
cinnati, that was with great difficulty that the Catholics 
succeeded obtaining spot ground for the erection 
But was, and hence the first little frame 
church was erected the north-west corner Vine and 
Liberty, which was then beyond the city limits. 1822 
Fenwick bought lot twenty feet Sycamore 
Street, and thither. the church was transferred, though 
had reconstructed, the moving the frame began 
fall apart. The zealous Bishop Fenwick continued 
work for his flock until the September 1832, when 
was called his reward. 

Apostolic Brief Pope Gregory XVI, dated 
March 8th, 1833, the Rev. John Baptist Purcell, the talent- 
and pious President Mount St. Mary’s College, Em- 
mitsburg, Maryland, was appointed the See Cincin- 
nati, and the 13th October the same year, was 
consecrated Bishop the Baltimore cathedral, Arch- 
bishop Whitfield. rapidly did the diocese grow, that 
are not surprised learn that 1846 the Catholic 
population was 50,000. 1838 Bishop Purcell made 
trip Rome, and whilst there had been successful his 
petition the General the Jesuits, establish house 
the Society Cincinnati, and.on October Ist, 1840, 
the Jesuits came Cincinnati take charge the col- 
lege, Rev. John Elet, J., being the first President. 

same year, November Ist, the Sisters Notre 
Dame Namur came the city, and Christmas day 
that year they were settled house Sixth Street 
between Sycamore and Broadway. The Sisters the 
Precious Blood answered the appeal Bishop Purcell 
erecting convent Wolf’s Creek, Seneca County, Ohio, 
the fall 1844 ,and September 24th the next 
year the convent Maria Stein was established. Father 
Machebeuf, who had been commissioned seek for 
Ursulines from Boulogne-sur-mer, arrived Cin- 
cinnati June 19th, 1845, with eleven Ursulines. Bishop 
Purcell gave them their choice Brown County Chilli- 
cothe. July the Sisters took possession the 
three hundred acres Brown County and October 4th, 
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1845, they received their first boarders for their new 
Academy. 

April 25th, 1851, Archbishop Purcell received from 
the hands the Pope the pallium the newly-created 
archdiocese Cincinnati, which had been erected Pope 
Pius IX, July 19th, 1850. The dioceses Louisville, 
Detroit, Vincennes and Cleveland were assigned 
suffragan sees. this, four states, Ohio, Kentucy, Indi- 
ana and Michigan, were placed under the metropolitan 
jurisdiction. Bardstown, Kentucky, was the oldest diocese 
the four, having been established 1808. Detroit had 
been established 1833, Vincennes 1834, and Cleveland 
1847. 

When the Charity Emmitsburg were affili- 
ated with the Daughters St. Vincent Paul France 
1849, the Sisters Charity, who had been Cincinnati 
since 1829, declined join the affiliation, and March 
25th, 1852, made their vows under Archbishop Purcell 
their Superior. 1857 they purchased the property now 
known Cedar Grove, Price Hill, and 1869 they set- 
tled Delhi, where there now mother house known 
Mount St. Joseph’s, with total membership over 
nine hundred. 

When Bishop Purcell came Cincinnati 1833, there 
were but churches for about 7,000 Catholics served 
priests the state Ohio, and the close his 
life July 4th, 1883, there were 500 churches with 
Catholic population 500,000, served 480 priests. Be- 
sides the religious orders already mentioned, Archbishop 
Purcell introduced the Franciscans, Lazarists, Fathers 
the Precious Blood, the Passionists, the Brothers Mary, 
the Fathers the Holy Cross, the Sisters Notre Dame 
Muelhausen, the Sisters the Good Shepherd, the 
Ladies the Sacred Heart, the Little Sisters the Poor, 
the Sisters the Poor Saint Francis. 

Most William Henry Elder succeeded the arch- 
bishopric Cincinnati July, 1883. One great joy 
his episcopal life was the re-opening Mt. St. Mary’s 
Seminary 1887. also gave great impulse the de- 
votion the Most Biessed Sacrament the Altar, 
the Forty Hours’ Exposition and the devotion the 
First Fridays the month honor the Sacred Heart 
Jesus. But towards the end 1902, Archbishop Elder 
petitioned Rome for coadjutor, and April 27th, 1903, 
the Right Reverend Henry Moeller, D., bishop Co- 
lumbus, was appointed coadjutor with the right suc- 
cession. The bulls appointment were received Cin- 
cinnati May 22nd, 1903, and the 26th June Arch- 
bishop Moeller came Cincinnati and relieved the few 
remaining days Archbishop Elder, who died Octo- 
ber 1904. Archbishop Moeller received the pallium 
irom Cardinal Gibbons St. Peter’s Cathedral, Cincinnati, 
February 15th, 1905. 

Dr. Lamott says his History the Archdiocese, 
“Upon Archbishop Moeller’s advent into the archdiocese, 
new life was infused into the parochial development and 
organization, twenty-eight new parishes having been form- 
since 1904.” Under his administration the diocese re- 
ceived increase its religious communities the es- 
tablishment the Ursuline Sisters McMillan Sereet, 
and the advent the Second Order St. Dominic. 
him due also the existence the Fenwick Club, 
the Bureau Catholic Charities, and the Apostolic Mis- 
sion Band. 1910 Pope Pius established the diocese 
Toledo, appointing Rt. Rev. Joseph Schrembs the 
first bishop. now constituted, with its ten suffragan 
sees, the archdiocese Cincinnati comprises area 
almost 200,000 square miles, area that falls little short 
the 207,107 square miles the entire country France. 
this territory there are approximately 2,010,447 Cath- 
olics, served one archbishop, ten bishops, and 2,573 
priests, diocesan and regular. order all the bishops 
the province, the Cincinnati province was dedicated 
the Sacred Heart Jesus New Year Day, 1874.

missions America, and beginnings Catholicism 
the United States, Mexico, Central and South America” 
are specified. 

Hence, considering the definition compendium, and 
that this compendium strictly given above, the writer 
considered would beyond the scope the work 
undertaken, enter into details and statistics any 
particular order, for interesting and edifying 
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HELPING VOCATIONS FOR TEACHING. 


More and more the need 
greater number Cath- 
olic teaching Sisters forces 
itself upon the attention 
every one who interested 
Catholic education. Never 
before, according the tes- 
timony Catholic educators 
everywhere, were many 
Catholic children applying 
for entrance into our 
Nearly two million boys and 
girls are the care Cath- 

primary 
throughout the land. Nearly everywhere there 
comes echo this statement the complaint 
that our teachers are being worn out with the bur- 
den their task and need more and more recruits 
share the work, fruitful and arduous, 
carrying the Catholic schools. 


Thus the wanted desire which every religious 
has see others come share the blessings 
consecrated life intensified the need 
more laborers this fruitful vineyard the 
schools. From every side come prayers and wishes 
for increase vocations the teaching Sister- 
hoods and superiors, who are being besieged with 
requests for the opening new schools while they 
can hardly supply teachers for existing ones undei 
their care, are particularly concerned with this ques- 
tion religious vocations. 

Add this that more than million Catholic 
children are still necessity outside the Catholic 
schools for want both room and teachers, and 
the greatness the need becomes all the more 
apparent. True, many these children have par- 
ents who not realize all the need Catholic 
education and have wish present send their 
little ones Catholic schools. But whether the 
desire not, the fact that room exists 
for these children and there are teachers 
care for them. the teachers and the schools were 
ready, would possible shepherd many 
these children Catholic folds. 

has become, therefore, very serious and prac- 
tical question how best encourage 
religious vocations the teaching Sisterhoods. 
other lines action, for instance the nursing 
Sisterhoods, the want quite acute sure. 
What shall have say, therefore, about help- 
ing vocations for teaching may well applied 
other religious vocations well. 

has long been the thought serious observers 
this matter that many more our young people 
have the requirements for religious vocation than 
ever follow that holy way life. other words, 
many Catholic boys and girls have the call God 
become respectively priests, brothers sisters 
and never, for one reason other, accept His in- 
vitation and heed His summons. This very re- 
gretable from the standpoint the young people 
themselves who miss all the merits here and the 


glory hereafter which faithful correspondence 
such call would ensure them. equally de- 
plorable from the standpoint the Catholic schools 
and therefore the Church since their life-long 
service wanted make the sum holy effort 
Catholic education. 

the other hand great prudence and wisdom 
are needed dealing with this question the 
helping religious vocations. Vocation mat- 
ter between God and the soul. His divine majesty, 
omnipotent and all-wise, yet respects with the most 
perfect and delicate care, the freedom those whom 
invites the chosen ranks religious. Even 
the strongest and most clearly marked vocations 
are always invitations and never either compulsions 
commands. God infinitely true His eter- 
nal decree respect the free will man and 
though His grace may mightly persuade the will 
with repeated invitations never forces nor 
compels any one accept His summons the 
religious state. 

Still Divine Providence works many ways 
encourage and assist those who are called reli- 
gion. The Infinite goodness provides all that 
needful those whom summons His special 
service. When clearly understand the nature 
religious vocation and the manner which 
God deals with soul whom inviting His 
service, shall better able our part 
helping religious vocations and seconding and 
cooperating with, say, the work God the 
soul. 

may useful, therefore, over briefly 
the fundamental notions religious vocation and 
recall the nature and course the divine call, 
discern the help which our poor efforts 
can give the soul singled out for this great privi- 
lege and see well what would unwise and 
imprudent interference our part with the course 
vocation. 

Christ, the gospels, gives general invitation 
all who can embrace the life the coun- 
sels, which call the religious life. “He that can 
take, let him take it,” says concerning the coun- 
sel perfect chastity, and the same under- 
stood the vows poverty and obedience. The 
religious life therefore open every one who 
has the necessary and good will em- 
brace and persevere it. “We agree with Lig- 
says Father Vermeersch, his article 
“Vocations” the Catholic Encyclopedia, “when 
declares that whoever, being free from impedi- 
ment, and actuated right intention, received 
the superior called the religious life.” 

The doors the religious state open therefore 
very wide and any one who has the necessary gifts 
nature and grace invited enter therein. This 
general invitation seems bear striking 
resemblance the invitation issued our govern- 
ment all its young men enter the army, 
volunteers. Such general invitation always 
conditioned the fitness and good will the ap- 
plicant and before allowing any one take ‘the 
oath soldier and enrolled the lists the 
army, the government requires physical and men- 
tal examination disclose the suitable qualities 
the applicant. 
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similar way the religious vocation open 
all condition that they possess the requisite 
talents, character, and good will. Whatever indi- 
vidual wishes accept the general invitation 
Christ must first choose the reliigous society 
which she wishes serve, then make appli- 
cation for admittance. The superiors the re- 
ligious society have then consider whether 
their judgment the applicant suited the work 
and spirit their institute and assure them- 
selves that impediments exist, exterior inte- 
rior. When they are satisfied these point sthe 
applicant admitted the novitiate and the 
novice preseveres and lives her life religion 
certain that she has vocation. 

Thus will seen that vocation matter 
settled not feelings sensible inclinations, 
but faith and reason. true that devout 
feelings sometimes play their part vocation, but 
general the strongest and truest vocations fre- 
quently run counter feeling and inclination and 
only against the pull sentiment and imagi- 
nation that the novice enters and perseveres. 
want clearness these points does much harm 
because leads one look interior leanings 
and inclinations which are misleading. One might 
conceivably have devout inclination the relig- 
ious life and unfitted for gifts and charac- 
ter. the other hand, one might strongly 
averse making the sacrifices necessary become 
religious and still have true vocation: actual 
experience, course, the latter case more fre- 
quent eccurrence. 

The three questions answered any one 
who considering whether she called 
religion are the following: Have the requisite 
qualities body and soul live the life the 
free from exterior hindrances such the obliga- 
tion supporting parents, Have suf- 
ficient strength character presevere this 
holy life and the will embrace it? all these 
three questions may answered the affirmative 
then one may sure that she has religious 
vocation and justified making application for 
admission. The third element just mentioned, gen- 
erosity will, the effect the grace God, 
which works various ways. Sometimes warm 
attraction felt the religious life. other 
characters there only conviction reason en- 
lightened faith that this the safest and surest 
way for one heaven. either case, the other 
two requirements are satisfied, one may safely enter 
religion. 

These principles should kept clearly view 
those who are charged with the instruction 
youth and vague incorrect notion vocation 
should shunned speaking the young. The 
attitude some young folk, who almost expect 
summoned angel enter religion case 
God wants them there, may come part from the 
way which they hear vocations spoken of. 
the other hand, Catholic boy girl realizes 
that all that needed for true vocation fit- 
ness, willingness, and the acceptance religious 
superiors, will much easier for him her 
decide and the question vocation will lose 
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least much its agonizing uncertainty. 

should also made clear the children that 
this invitation God leaves them free. “The path 
the evangelical counsels,” says Father Van- 
meersch again the place just quoted, “is it- 
self, open all, and preferable for all, but without 
being directly indirectly obligatory. excep- 
tional cases the obligation may exist the conse- 
quence vow divine order, the in- 
fallibility (which very rare) not otherwise 
finding salvation. More frequently reasons pru- 
dence, arising from the character and habits the 
person concerned, make unadvisable that 
should choose what itself the best part, 
duties filial piety justice may make impos- 
sible.” 

Thus the act following religious vocation, 
leaving the world devote oneself entirely 
the service and imitation Christ should rep- 
resented act generosity and love, helped 
holy fear and inspired right reason and faith 
and not feeling sentiment however holy. The 
primary purpose the religious life personal 
qualification and whole-hearted consecration God 
—not teaching. This the practical and true no- 
tion vocation and greatly simplifies the whole 
subject and clarifies the decision. Give the children 
these ideas and cultivate them the spirit faith, 
self-sacrifice and wish choose for the best and 
use their life the greatest advantage and you 
have gone far towards helping vocations. 

the contrary, vague, incorrect way talk- 
ing about vocation though were sensible 
and almost irresistible call, personal message from 
high, angelic visitation such has been 
vouchsafed few the saints, rather discour- 
aging those young folk who while they have 
every requisite vocation, the fitness and good 
will still perceive themselves sensible inclina- 
tion such sacrifice, but quite the contrary 
strong and natural reluctance leave everything 
and live for Christ How many Catholic 
girl with inclination piety, with good char- 
acter and talents, who could very well enter the 
holy state religion and persevere it, teaching 
our precious children and forming their characters 
for God, has drifted on, not understanding that her 
circumstances and the grace God within her con- 
stituted themselves adequate vocation re- 
but waiting for some personal sign and in- 

ard summons until the years choice pass 
find her wandering some other path than 
the holy state which fitness, good will, oppor- 
tunity and the sore need her capable help were 
eloquently calling her God’s name volunteer. 

This first suggestion then that have make 
this matter vocations give the children 
clear, accurate, and common sense ideas what 
vocation and means. Some religious may 
dissatisfied with what seems them too prosaic 
and matter fact conception religious voca- 
tion have described the foregoing pages. 
Prosaic not the true and practical 
might more consoling those who have been 
called religoin think that they have received 
more fermal invitation. from the Divine Majesty

each flower, element personified. small stage school 
may made attractive setting use spring 
branches, making almost bower, with opening back cen- 
ter. The light should very dim first, almost dark 
stage, represent the dawn. Groups poppies are 
scattered asleep, until awakened for their dance. Two figures, 
The Mortals, stand, with heads drooping either side 
rear opening, asleep until awakened the Spirit 
Dreams. 

Characters: 

Spirit Dream, The Mortals, Will Wisp, Easter Lilies, 
The Sunlight, Daffodils, Violets, Spring. Snowflake, 
Bluebird, Joy, Raindrops, The Rainbow, Robins, Pussy Wil- 
low, Jack-in-Pulpit, Poppies. 

The scene opens stage, described above, semi-dark- 
ness. The Mortals and the Poppies are asleep upon the 
soft strains music from “Morningtide”, Grieg, herald 
the entrance Will Wisp. clad soft gray, spark- 
ling with tinsel, and tinsel cap. carries small lantern, 
alight, steals about every corner, and finally breaking into 
suppressed dance elfish glee. After the dance, with fin- 
ger up, entreating silence, stands center moment 
and then speaks: 


WILL WISP: 
Will Wisp wanders Night’s shadows chase; 
speedy his passing, leaves not trace. 
Eluding, escaping, then darkly returning, 
His lanthorn now quenched, then again brightly burning. 
(now steals about pulling the poppies who drowsily 
guard themselves while chuckles with low laughter and 
continues speak): 
Teasing the poppies drowsily sleeping, 
Then away like meteor through Night’s regions 
sweeping. 
(Executing few quick steps, darts off stage, just the 
stage grows brighter and the Sunlight, georgeous gold, 
dances in, the music the Morningtide still continuing. 
grows soft while she speaks and then continues through her 
dance.)

But soon his fitful and vanishing wake, 
The Sunlight, strong, sure, Night’s spell doth break.

The exception taken the outhor “Franciscan Mis- 
sionaries” these words the compendium, “But the 
most numerous and most efficient followers were the 
black-gowned sons Ignatius”, seems far from being 
strictly objective. Moreover, these sentiments, not ex- 
pressed the same words, are nevertheless borne out 
Spalding’s Church History, page 594: “These reduc- 
tions existed throughout all South America, Central Amer- 
ica, Mexico, and far north California. The Fran- 
ciscans formed some oft hem, but the Jesuits were the 
greatest and far their most successful founders and 
governors.” 

Again, Alzog, Vol. III, page 401, his Church His- 
tory, says: the section “Foreign Missions”, “Of all 
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the Orders none has shown such heroic zeal missionary 
labors the Society Jesus.” page 408 the same 
volume, Alzog says, speaking the American missions, 
“It must, however, frankly admitted that the Domini- 
cans longer exhibited the zeal which had characterized 
the early missionaries their Order those countries. 
The Jesuits, the contrary, frightened obstacles, 
displayed all the ardent energy youthful order.” 
speaking the Paraguay missions, Alzog says, page 
409, “The first attempts convert the natives made 
the Franciscans, between the years 1580 and 1582, were 
only partially successful. 1586 the Jesuits landed 
the province Tecuman, and their zeal and ability, 
accomplished what their predecessors had been unable 
perform.” These are very plain facts, but doubt, Alzog 
expressing such, felt that was obliged true 
the qualities historian, which were afterwards clear- 
laid down Pope Leo XIII, namely: first, dread 
uttering falsehood; the next, not fear stating the 
truth; lastly, let the historian’s writings open 
suspicion partiality animosity.” And Alzog dis- 
plays Vol. II, pages 316 and 317, the same frank- 
ness his account the disgraceful reign Benedict 
IX, “who for eleven years disgraced the chair St. 
Peter.” 

for the rest the paragraph following the two epi- 
thets taken exception to, seems more worthy dis- 
credit than what Spalding says his Church History, 
page 688, when speaking the labors the Jesuits 
North America: “Not cape was turned, nor river 
entered, not lake discovered, not forest penetrated, 
but Jesuit led the way.” Certainly, with such author- 
ities Alzog, Bancroft, Shea, the charge being 
subjective should not laid upon compiler Com- 
pendium school. 

And for the suggestion that some facts about the 
Franciscan missions “might supplemented the article

the popular mind, Bach 
often compared with Han- 
del the former’s disadvan- 
tage, Bach’s being 
condemned scholastic and 
formal, cold and dry. 
true that many the compo- 
sitions Bach can thus 
described, but must not 
forget that Bach was some- 
thing more than the master 
technique, the stolid me- 
chanical cantrapunist weld- 

Rev. Jos. together the dry bones 
music. Within this ap- 
parently cold exterior, beneath the surface this 
matchless counterpoint there wealth emo- 
tional experience, depth thought, range 
utterance, revelation soul, which mark him 
one those universal men, whose works con- 
tain message for all time. Bach known 
something more than his fugues. the 
other hand, tried many things, and practically failed 
most them, until struck the right mote 
his oratorios. emotional essentials, Handel’s 
works are somewhat lacking. There denying 
the grandeur some Handel’s work; but the 
most stupendous his choruses, there little that 
emotionally sublime, little inspire one with 
that rapturous feeling ecstacy, which one al- 
ways experiences listening the masterpieces 
the great artists. Handel’s choruses impress 
more their massiveness and ponderous simplic- 
ity, than any aesthetic qualities. Handel was 
great composer only insofar conceived big 
ideas. His limitations were more marked than those 
perhaps any other composer equal standing. 
Some the airs the “Messiah”, his immortal 
work, are instinct with real artistic feeling, and 
even here, occasionally fails stir the emotions 
his hearers. Handel’s sacred music differs 
way from his secular music, except that more 
finished. 

Bach was genius the highest order, and cen- 
turies must pass by, ere his equal character and 
gigantic strength intellect can found. 
compositions every style, show such exceptional 
depth genius and knowledge the art, that for 
the proper rendering them, great performer 
indispensable. His piano works may not have the 
grace those some other great geniuses, but 
their strength, they atone for that they lack this 
quality. wealth ideas, one can compare 
with him. Handel was the great Bach’s most trust- 
worthy friend. His sacred compositions are very 
thorough, but are somewhat imbued with secular 
character. Handel did not produce works the 
solid style Bach, although his great oratorios 
have the immorality possessed the greatest com- 
positions Bach. the more popular 
composer the two, for the reason that often 
selected favorite national melody, and artistic 
devices, modified and adorned it. His oratorios are 
their own style unapproached now ever; 
seems have exhausted what art can this 
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direction but has not swayed the minds mod- 
ern composers Bach has done. hardly fair 
Handel place him with supreme and uni- 
versal composer Bach. Bach the inspiration 
from which the musical inspiration all modern 
composers has flowed, while Handel has made 
undying monument for himself, his work just 
one branch music, that sacred oratorio, and 
this was inimitable master. All his qualities, 
all his limitations fitted him excel it. Handel 
cannot ranked with Bach all whose variety 
and scope great his nobility. None his 
great oratorios can compare with Bach’s great 
choruses his “Passion” intrinsic beauty and 
nobility, while effectiveness, they are unsurpass- 
able and have given Handel permanent fame. 


Handel had, all his life, predilection for diatonic 
conality and very rarely deals with the chromatic 
all. The music which expressed himself 
the best, was written for voices, and his greatness 
lies particularly the creation compositions for 
large number voices. There distinct 
folk-song many his melodies, and some 
his the folk-song the entire work. 
Bach, the other hand, was much more intense- 
organized musical temperament. created 
works for the organ, piano and violin, which still 
remain the indispensable corner-stones the litera- 
ture these three instruments. The importance 
Bach modern music lies the delicacy his 
sense upon the harmonic side, and upon his intuition 
the emotional value musical combinations. 
showed strong tendency impart his work 
the vivacity the folk-song. The diatonic chords 
and combinations, which Handel found ever 
complete satisfaction, are not sufficient for Bach, 
and find continually, new chords, evasive ca- 
dences, and floating continuity thought belong- 
ing the master-mind. have from the suites 
Bach and Handel, and from many preludes 
Bach, found evolution into the modern sonata 
and symphony. have also found, that from the 
dramatic character Handel’s music, 
evolved the opera know perfection. 
usual speak these two men immortal, 
but what their immortality? their influ- 
ence art, the reverential love that entertain 
for them and their works, and the bequest this 
reverence those who are come. The works 
these two remarkable men are replete with 
glorious beauties, that are dazzled and unable 
see any short-comings that may them. 


would difficult find two composers, whose 
orchestra scoring was more dissimilar than that 
Bach and Handel. The great difference no- 
ticed their instrumentation, arises partly from 
the character the music itself, and partly from 
the conditions under which they worked. Bach 
wrote largely for the satisfaction his own artistic 
impulse. Handel was skillful polyphonic writ- 
ing Bach, but worked different plan. 
With composition many parts, was the 
exception; with Bach, may almost said 
the rule. Hence from its greater simplicity and 
directness expression, the music Handel will 
always appeal mixed audience, far more 
ibly than that Bach, though among musicians 
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Bach wrote for 


the latter the greater favorite. 
small chorus and orchestra, while Handel, his 
oratorios, had large force his disposal. Another 
important difference the scoring the two com- 
posers, found the fact, with very rare excep- 
tions, Bach uses organ continually for the accom- 
paniment his songs, while Handel, mostly em- 
ployed the harpsicord instead, and reserves the or- 
gan for effects different kind. reading 
Bach score, seem transported into another 
world orchestration, totally different from our 
own modern; with Handel, 
meeting with combinations foreshadowing those 
now use; there are indeed very few effects the 
orchestration the present day, which, the germs 
least, may not found some one other 
Handel’s works. nevertheless difficult point 
any modern composer whose orchestration may 
said follow the lines Handel’s, although 
Handel’s instrumentation foreshadows the modern 
style more than that Bach. Much Wagner’s 
scoring seems show the direct influence the 
style Bach, not only the combining instru- 
ments one tone colour, but the individual im- 
portance each separate part. Many passages 
his greatest works are quite polyphonic, those 
met with Bach. 

Dr. Crotch, distinguished English authority 
the early part the nineteenth century, points out 
certain similarities between Handel and Bach, inti- 
mating that Handel borrowed from Bach, and that 
once twice Bach was indebted Handel. 
calls the 30th Prelude Bach, “very good Handel- 
and the Fugue, wrote, “Handel knew 
this Before the 40th Fugue, writes: 
should think that Handel must have sent him this 
subject.” Prelude sharp minor headed: 
“What this like? Something Handel’s,” 
while the Fugue said “more like Han- 
del than also compares the 22nd Fugue 
Handel’s erture and the 26th 
Fugue Handel “Joseph”. Fugue is, 
thinks, like “Handel’s Lessons”. Whether these 
comparisons justice the two composers, the 
reader must judge; suffice say, that Dr. 
Crotch, later modified some his opinions, and 
showed more readiness give Bach the praise and 
honor due him. 

Some rank Handel the superior Bach his 
orchestra and dramatic works. contrapuntal 
ability, the contrary true. Bach’s concerted music 
frequently made real parts carried from be- 
ginning end. Bach’s Mass minor, surpassed 
ingenuity and complexity anything that Handel 
ever wrote. simple dignity chorales, also, 
Bach has attained plane not found Handel’s 
works. true, was definitely superior 
Bach and any master his time, beauty 
melody. possessed this gift from ever his 
earliest works. The opera, “Almira”, contains many 
melodic gems. Bach evidently knew this opera well, 
for distributed over his works, find resemblances 
it, especially his “St. Mathew Passion”. Leav- 
ing out account, recitatives, chorales, and the 
treatment chorales, find practically un- 
broken series resemblances the first part 
the “Passion”. The “Almira” air the longest and 


one the most important the opera, that

Bach, and influence the style his treatment. Han- 
del was less subtle than Bach musician, but 
must admitted, the most dramatic, the most 
melodic, the greatest orchestral composer his 
time. Bach and Handel were opposites the bent 
their music, yet both were giants the particu- 
lar character the music which they composed. 
Lavoix, great musical authority, thus compares 
these two geniuses: “For the amateur, who enjoys 
the sensations music, without troubling himself 
further, “the choice between Bach and Handel 
easy. will select the latter; not with the 
historian. the prodigious richness Handel, 
his dramatic ardor, the majesty his style, majesty 
without coldness, carried even lyracism the 
sublimest quality, draws him, the perfection 
the form Bach, the strength his harmony, 
the originality his orchestration, and his me- 
lodic ideas, the inexpressible grandeur which char- 
acterizes all his works, obliges stand before 
him and contemplate him with admiration.” Bach 
himself, says Handel: the one man 
whom should like meet before die; and were 
not Bach, would willingly Handel.”

action group test may not adequate. 

Originally the chief value intelligence tests 
was thought lie the fact that they could 
used successfully the identification and grading 
the feeble-minded. Today, however, their value 
for vocational guidance beginning realized. 
means the Otis Tests the student’s degree 
mentality determined with considerable ac- 
curacy. Those intelligence above 
average are encouraged enter the professions, 
other appropriate fields; while those mediocre 
mental ability are advised take work which 
does not demand superior native capacity. the 
movement grows hoped that much social and 
economic mal-adjustment may remedied.

Having drunk deep inspiration from 
the Pierian springs, she walks majestically with the 
grace the gods through amazingly fertile fields, 
gathering new glory about her she advances 
steadily, till she comes laden with the gifts 
the ages. 

deem not too much say that after Chris- 
tianity, our civilization’s greatest debt the in- 
tellectual and cultural influences Greece and 
Rome. For whatever the line our special re- 
search, through the records history, the pages 
literature, the problems philosophy, come 
inevitably the great thinkers that ancient day. 
There understanding them without con- 
juring with her; means computing our debt 
her unless—quod prohibeant—that influence 
withdrawn. ‘True the classicists may not 
able teach much about science special fields, 
but they can instruct how use that may 
minister man and not his master. cut off 
the past, then, would throw away the key 
the present. 

But what the those who 
attend college, toward education which comes 
them such varied guise opportunity? Some, 
might permit ourselves the trite figure, are 
“exposed education but doesn’t take”. They 
are the sentimentalists, the birds the air that de- 
light the pleasure their wings. Diverting, dis- 
tracting pleasures are their demand school. 
Study must never interfere with these, but should 
there come, unhappy chance, lull between ex- 
hilarating moments, they wedge into their befogged 
and bemuddled minds few facts against the day 
reckoning. fancy, meanwhile, that they 
are getting college education. The standard 
their selection schools the number privi- 
leges afforded. Shades the ancient Academy 
and the Peripatos, together with all schools that 
have given thinkers the world! Quid est vobis 
cum eis? they misread not read 
all, the proper function association the little 
cosmos the college university. life 
doubly defeating its purpose. 

less deleterious the straining after 
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comprehensiveness, delving into various, often un- 
related fields knowledge. This dissipates energy 
rather than conserves and strengthens it. Due re- 
gard should had the finiteness the human 
mind, hence the limits concentration. well 
rounded course, indeed, one that 
provides for self discipline and the necessary men- 
tal and spiritual culture since man both soul 
and body. must course that asks neither 
too much nor too little. Our Secretary State, 
Mr. Charles Evans Hughes, writing the Classical 
Journal for October, 1922, has said something per- 
tinent thereto: one those who believe 
the classical and mathematical training and 
not think have found any satisfactory substitute 
for it”. Concentration and thoroughness, goes 
say, are its postulates. Not teach every- 
thing but really teach something; dip into the 
whole chart become intellectual vagrant. 

But what the quality education these lat- 
ter days? Here the parts shift. Yes, Science, with 
its asphalt has increased the road’s usefulness, 
pleasureableness, but hard dry road that 
runs level on—where? Materialism and commer- 
cialism have harnessed her theories that nothing 
more asked them than that they short 
road earn living. The “what good it” that 
frequently hear urged against some subject mere- 
cultural, has either monetary challenge 
one boisterous display. life were 
live bread alone; were mere business! 
longer does the joy work save from 
ity. Small wonder, then, that Educators, dissatis- 
fied with-the machine product that being turned 
out, are beginning voice return classical 
training the effectual remedy against such work- 
a-day that may imbibe inspiration from 
men that builded not only firmly but beautifully 
day when art, using the term comprehensively, 
was intimate part living. True, the artist may 
not have known that his poem, his temple, his 
statue, was art, but did know that himself 
loved beauty and that was possible for him 
give enduring form, Consciously unconscious- 
ly, was crystalizing the spirit his age, age 
when man worked for the sheer joy it. 

That “Greek and Latin are dead” one the 
stock arguments against their study. thing 
dead only when ceases function. But Greek 
and Latin have been work the world since the 
days their beginning and even now minister 
through diverse channels. With reason did the 
New York Times recently make the comment that 
“the events Aristophanes’ day are more modern 
than those the administration Rutherford 
Hayes”. Why? Because the plays portrayed the 
undying things human life, while the issues con- 
nected with that with any other administration 
were evanescent. The immortal ever modern. 
Meyas Toutois Oeos (Great the divinity 
these) according Sophocles. 

Greek lives supremely the body its litera- 
ture preserved us; considerable, viewed 
through the distance time, inconsiderable when 
weighed against the original output. Besides 
speaks through almost every form every litera- 
ture which ours has been enriched, serving them 
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either models, inspiration, countless al- 
lusions. fail catch its accents, the reason 
lies with us; not know its voice. But for all 
that, not non-existent. quote one our 
prominent statesmen: “It unthinkable that 
institution founded for teaching English literature 
should neglect the classics. Nowhere have the nice- 
ties thought been better expressed than their 
prose, nowhere have music and reason been more 
harmoniously combined than their poetry, no- 
where there greater eloquence than their ora- 
tions. look them not merely the writers 
and speakers great thoughts, but doers great 
deeds. There glory the achievement the 
Greeks under Themisocles, admiration for the 
heroes Salamis, pride the successful retreat 
the Ten Thousand which the humiliating days 
Philip and Alexander cannot take away.” 

But Latin speaks varied language. Caught 
evil hour, but all things evil, there 
element good, gave rise all the Romance 
languages. knowledge is, very real 
sense, way them. Every language helps 
mastery our own. For every new language 
learned opens new vistas through which come 
Hence the claim that those who have mastered 
many languages have deeper understanding life. 

But Greek and Latin have done nearer and 
dearer service. They have great part given 
our own languege, for, approximately, three-fourths 
from them. Terms that use are more 
than mere symbols when know their parents. 
Hence knowledge these gives more reliable 
knowledge our own. 

remains, however, discuss more intimately 
the double claim made for this training: dis- 
ciplinary and cultural. But this, must under- 
stood, only when read them the original lan- 
guage, when breathe, speak, the same air 
fragrant with its exotic flavor, and when feel 
the throb life pulsing through their every line. 
Mediumized they lack this vital spark. 

They are disciplinary the concentration neces- 
sary learn them; the analysis and synthesis 
that their grammars oblige; the importance they 
give word-values; the psychology their 
idioms. Whereas that sense fitness inherent 
Greek genius making for perfect wedding 
thought and expression, that the idea never 
greater, nor less, nor different from the texture 
its garment; the rhythm the lines, the flexibility 
the phrase, the harmony sounds work 
refining influence. 

Since our severely practical, commercial age needs 
the leaven idealism, where can better secure 
this than from the study Greek literature? 
Every page which instinct with the 
tion ideal. the process translating, 
must needs deal with the words much the artist 
does with the separate blocks the mosaic. Re- 
maining closeted, were, with them under the 
compelling illuminating touch genius’ guiding 
hand, watch them grow, assume form, breathe 
life and come know them with large un- 
derstanding, not larger, than know our best 
friends. Certainly better than the colorless, com- 
plex, psychological types later fiction. Thus 
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whether live with “the 
most charming girl ancient litera- 
ture”; clad the freshness and frag- 
rance early spring morning, en- 
joying the ideal happy home life 
with King Alcinous and Queen Arete; 
are brought admire the courtly 
ways the chivalrous knight, Achil es, 
and the still more noble Hector; per- 
haps the now-all-too-rare fidelity 
incarnated Penelope that engages 
us, stand witness, awesome 
silence but with heart elate, the 
heights heroism attainable when con- 
science law, Antigone,—or the 
scores others—the while the ideal 
Alexanders; till the earth but 
with gaze ever lifted the stars, know- 
ing with Browning, “that not what 
man does that exalts him but what man 
would do” for even the attempt great- 
ness great. Till find poetry every- 
where about us; each dawn the touch 
the rosy-fingered goddess, each night 
ambrosial through the gift the gods, 
and voice the winds. Till see 
the ocean’s surge, white-crested, the 
serried ranks Greece’s army bristling 
armor, hear every silvery-ton- 
gued orator, Nestorian tones, may 
be, Every mountain and 
every hollow will 
tive with echoes Homer’s songs. 

The breaking with the classical tra- 
dition only phase the general 
rebellion against the past poctry, 
music, life. Liberty even 
unto lawlessness seems the law. But 
fed perishable things, the new growth, 
without root and without sap, will soon 
spend itself. was the glory the 
Catholic Church one have realized 
the greatness these monuments and 
have saved them from ruthless ob- 
livion, having given beauty not great- 
hence new content and new joy. 
previous'y the beautiful had been 
end itself but through Christianity 
became means higher end,— 
means revelation and minister 
God. May the serious con-

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THE TEACHING RELIGION. 
Rev. Bruehl, Ph. 
General Introductory Remarks. 


The assimilation the new generation, that 
born into this world unformed, but plastic, the 
chief concern human society, which this pro- 
cess endeavors perpetuate its ideals and hand 
down posterity its moral acquisitions, traditions 
truth and accumulated valuable experiences. 
This assimilation, through which the moral capital, 
the intellectual resources and the cultural assets 
the past are conserved and made available for the 
future, effected education its most compre- 
hensive sense. 

Education, therefore, not only concerned about 
the child; also interested the cultural treas- 
ures the race. must see that civilization 
not impoverished and that the intellectual wealth 
humanity does not lie idle squandered 
misuse. Truth has objective value, civilization 
and culture are good themselves; they must 
preserved and transmitted. Humanity cannot 
afford lose them. belongs education 
transmit the intellectual inheritance the race un- 
diminished and uncurtailed. There tendency 
overlook this objective side education and 
view merely reference the child. The new 
generation is, one sense, end, since towards 
its proper development all educational efforts must 
directed. But, another sense, also 
means, since through truth and culture are 
passed futurity. This double end edu- 
cation must steadily kept view will fall 
into gross exaggerations. Especially the teach- 
ing religion important pay due attention 
this fact. The religious teacher must con- 
scious his twofold responsibility towards the 
child and the truth, which holds trust and 
which meant reach future generations. Truth 
must not subordinated education, but educa- 
tion truth. Society must not subordinated 
the child, but the child society. Modern peda- 
gogues have idolized the child, and not the ad- 
vantage the child. their desire make the 
child the hub the universe they have degraded 
questionable whether the normal child feels happy 
under this excessive pedagogical care and solicitude. 
quite certain that not this way fitted 
for the real tasks life and the emergencies that 
may arise. 

When modern authors write this topic, they 
always strike falsetto note. Let have quota- 
tion from otherwise very sane and commendable 
writer. “As its body and mind,” Dr. Thomas Wal- 
ton Galloway writes, “so the spirit the child must 
have food suited not merely its comprehension 
but its interest and growth. The sacredness 
the spiritual nature does not make any exception 
the principle that the child the center all 
instruction, and more sacred always than the 
material instruction. The only value the Bible 
any other body religious teaching has that 
human beings may taught it.” (The Use 
Motives Teaching Morals and Religion; Chicago, 
The Pilgrim Press; 1917.) Though the passage 
contains valuable truth, this overemphasized 


and, hence, misleading. After all, the truth is; 
not only that may taught; has reality 
and value irrespective its being taught. The 
truth must not sacrificed the expediencies 
the educational process, one might 
from the above cited passage. 


The process education goes all the time 
through the incessant influences that flow man 
from his environment. that sense, society 
educating all the time without any interruption. 
The professional educator tempted make light 
this informal education; is, however, the 
utmost consequence; fact, potent that 
can easily neutralize all the efforts formal edu- 
cation. Because informal education powerful, 
Christ made Christianity not mere doctrine, but 
social fact, concrete environment, omnipresent, 
all pervasive milieu. 

But besides this have formal education, which 
devised for this purpose. Formal education pre- 
sents two phases: teaching and training. should 
both didactic and practical. follows that 
teaching not coextensive with education, which 
adds the former new element, that practical 
initiation into the matters theoretically set forth. 
Teaching satisfied elicit intellectual re- 
sponse; education tries obtain response from 
the whole man and get every possible reac- 
tion. might say that education aims com- 
plete behavior reaction the most comprehensive 
kind. calls into play every faculty, arouses emo- 
tional and passional attitudes and especially secks 
lead will decision. tries make these 
attitudes and choices permanent the implanting 
habits that will incline the faculties concerned 
definite direction. Teaching addresses itself 
the cognitive faculties, mainly, course, the 
intellect, whereas education much more compre- 
hensive its appeal. keep these distinctions 
clear and neat mind will prevent much confusion 
and some useless controversies. all branches, 
that have practical bearing the conduct 
man that possess strong emotional emphasis, 
well nigh impossible dissociate teaching from 
training altogether. That one reason why the 
Church insists having her own schools, which 
the educative side the various subjects teach- 
ing not neglected, but brought out the fullest 
advantage. 


the case religion, the separation the 
didactic and practical element particularly diffi- 
cult and inexpedient, because every religious topic 
surcharged with emotional potentialities and 
fraught with practical consequences. the pres- 
entation religious truths the heart cannot remain 
neutral. academic abstract and detached meth- 
od, that avoids emotional emphasis and eschews 
practical applications, particularly ill suited 
the subject matter religion. The teacher must 
enter into the teaching with his whole being; the 
child must respond the teaching with its whole 
nature. method, calculated chill the emotions, 
would actually harmful. can easily gleaned 
from this circumstance how supremely important 
the personality the teacher the teaching 
religion. Behind religious teaching thoroughly 
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religious personality must stand will 
failure. Convictions that will take deep root the 
soul the pupil and that will have the power 
sway its life can only come from one who himself 
deeply convinced, profoundly stirred 
oughly earnest. The teaching religion, there- 
for, must always vital and dynamic; for religion 
not mere theory. life. And education 
well the realm nature, life can only come 
from life. dead candle cannot kindle flame. 
religious instruction, the living touch, the 
contact personality, that counts. 

These general remarks, which some may ap- 
pear unnecessarily farfetched or, what practically 
the same, merely truisms, will furnish the basis 
for our discussion the teaching religion, which 
begin with this instalment. safe build 
the commonplace. And safety matters re- 
ligion seems more desirable than brilliancy. 
Two things have always impressed too sacred 
and too tremendously important for experimenta- 
tion. They are religion and education. both, 
that which has been well tried and stood the test 
time should not lightly discarded for the sake 
the new. The school the last place into which 
novelties should introduced. Pueris maxima 
debetur reverentia has also this meaning that the 
child must not placed the mercy every 
who advocates ‘some new educational 
ad. 

course, this does not mean that the religious 
teacher should not benefit the progress mod- 
ern pedagogy and that must under all circum- 
stances tenaciously cling the 
methods, whether they approve themselves his 
judgment not. Religious education, though the 
culmination education, must necessity gov- 
erned the general rules pedagogics. The 
supernatural builds upon nature. Supernatural 
pedagogics not essentially different from the nat- 
ural variety. would foolish think that 
pedagogics has made progress when the advance 
all other branches kuman lore patent. 
ignore this progress teaching religion would 
very unreasonable. 

The same holds good with regard the recent 
discoveries experimental psychology. They all 
should exploited for the more effective teaching 
religion. the same time, certain caution 
and reserve are necessary applying what experi- 
mental psychology offers. Not every method fits 
every subject. The matter must determine the 
method. fact, the method must not imposed 
upon the subject, but rather grow out it. Re- 
ligion not one subject many. unique and, 
consequently, requires highly individualized treat- 
ment. this spirit reverence approach our 
subject.
